211.10 The regular judges of the Hamilton Circuit Court and the Hamilton Superior Court
No. 2 will be required to disqualify from cases involving family members on a continuing basis, and
that, pursuant to Ind. Trial Rule 79(C)(2), appointment of special judges will be required. In the
interest of the orderly administration of justice, special judges should be available for such matters
on a continuing basis. The Honorable Judith S. Proffitt is willing to serve in such capacity in
Hamilton Superior Court No. 2, and the Honorable Daniel J. Pfleging is willing to serve in such
capacity in Hamilton Circuit Court. In the event the regular judge of the Hamilton Circuit Court,
the Honorable Judith S. Proffitt, becomes disqualified pursuant to Ind. Trial Rule 79(C)(2) in the
Hamilton Circuit Court, the Honorable Daniel J. Pfleging is appointed as Special Judge. Should
Judge Pfleging decline to qualify in a particular case, the matter should then be certified to the
Indiana Supreme Court pursuant to Ind. Trial Rule 79(H). In the event the regular judge of the
Hamilton Superior Court No.2, the Honorable Daniel J. Pfleging, becomes disqualified, pursuant
to Ind. Trial Rule 79(C)(2), in the Hamilton Superior Court No. 2, the Honorable Judith S. Proffitt
is appointed as Special Judge. Should Judge Proffitt decline to qualify in a particular case, the
matter should then be certified to the Indiana Supreme Court pursuant to Ind. Trial Rule 79(H).
